C ||| Am very Senlible of the Refpe& 
iff that is due to the Profcffion, and 
gH Charad ef of the Author of the Let- 
^ ter againft Inoculating the Small 
c Pox j but' am no icfs fenfible of the Obli¬ 
gation I lye under to vindicate my own Re¬ 
putation, which a violent Fit of Sickneft 
hath hithcfto hinder’d me from doing. And 
l ean do it with the more Freedom, be- 
caiife I am confcious to my felf, that I be¬ 
gan this Practice in England with the fame 
View to the I*Mick Goody with which, I 
hope, the Learned Author condemns it. f 
muft fake the Liberty to fay, that allowing^ 
the Dodor’s Abilities to be as great as pof- . 
iible in his own Profefllon, he feems not 
quite fo well qualify’d to write upon this 
Subjcd 5 bccaufe of the Narrbwncfs of his 
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Experience (as far as appears by his Letter)- 
and his partial Credulity, or Incredulity in 
Matters of Fad, which he takes from others $ 
and laftly, becaufe of ftrong Prejudices,which 
impofe upon his moft excellent Underftand- 
ing 5 and draw him into Reafonings, which 
cither are inconfequential, or conclude 
ftrongly for the Pradice of Inoculation , which 
they arc brought to overturn. All thefe,- I 
believe, will appear very plain to any Im¬ 
partial Reader, in the following Animad - 
verfions , in which I will endeavour to be 
as ftiort as the Subjed will allow. 

Ifhe Letter pretends to be an Admonition 
to Phylicians not to meddle in this Pradice 
of Inoculation i 'till they are better afeer- 
tain’d, by Experience, of the Succefs of it: 
At the fame Time, it is a moft warm Dif- 
fuafive, not only to Phylicians, but to all 
Sorts of People, not to ptadife it at all; 
and confequently, to deprive them of all 
Pollibility of coming by Experience. Would 
it not found fomewhat abfurd, if any one 
fhould fay to a young Phylician, Pray, Sir, 
don't Pradiffe 'till you have Experience t But 
it is ftill more fo in this Cafe, becaufe in 
a Pradice that is entirely to be laid aiide, 
you can neither have the Benefit of your 
own, nor other Peoples Experience. 

As to Phylicians meddling with this Pra-. 
dice of Inoculation , I can only fay, it may 
favour too much of Novelty to be bigotly 

zealous 
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zealous for it 5 arid too much of a Faculty- 
Intereft to be fo violent againft it. PhyEcians 
cannot ingraft People igainft their own, or 
their Parents Confcnt, andaPhyfician would 
be out of his Duty, who fhould perfuadc them 
to it contrary to their Inclinations : On the 
other Hand, If aPcrfon,from the Experience 
of the Fatality of the Small ‘Pox in gencr 
ral, or in his own Family in particular, 
fhould rcfolve to ingraft his Child, any 
PhyEcian, who fhould difliiade him from it, 
might, in a great mcafure, be chargeable 
with the fatal Confequences of the Neg- 
led of a Method, which the Parent had pro¬ 
posed, as the only Means to fave liis Child's 
Life: And he would be ftill as much to 
blame, if when the Parent had refolv'd to 
ingraft his Child, he fhould refufe to attend 
him. It is very common with Parents, not 
only to-leave their Children in Houfcs in¬ 
fected with the Small Pox 9 but to bring 
them into the Room, where their Brethren 
or Sifters lye ill of them 5 and a Parent who 
doesfo, conveys the Infection to his Child 
as deliberately, and according to the Doftor, 
certainly more than he, who orders him to be 
Inoculated. Would it not then be equally, 
impertinent in, the Phyftcian to deny his 
Attendance in cither Cafe ? 

I muft put the Do&or in Mind, that there 
are very, few of the moft ufeful Difcoveries 
in PhyEck, that have not t>cen ftrenuoufly 
^ 9^1 B p oppos’d 
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oppos'd by many of the Faculty upon their 
feft Appearance. There is extant a Decree 
of the College of Phyficians at Paris, a- 
gainft the Ufe of AntimOnial Vomits : It 
were £aly to aflign many Inftanccs of the 
like Nature. 

As the Dodor is furpriz’d, that art px~ 
periment, practis'd only by a few ignorant 
Women, among ft an illiterate and unthinking 
■1 People, fhould on a Sudden, and upon a (len~ 
der Experience, fo far obtain in one of the 
Politeft iV at ions in the World , as to be receiv'd 
into the Rojal Palace. I hope he has not 
forgot, that the Practice of Curing Inter¬ 
mitting Fevers by the B ark, was intro¬ 
duc'd of a Sudden, by a barbarous Indian, 
if not into the Roy al Family , into the Family 
of a Viceroy 5 and thence tranfmitted to us. 

Page 7.3 The Blood of the Englifb if 
we fpeak of it .as Hat tonal, is the prodnB 
of the richeft SDyei, &c. Ergo, to bring'em 
to a Ipare Dyet before they have the Small 
Pox, muft be extremely dangerous and hurt¬ 
ful. This nuift be the Dodors Conclulion : 
mine, I own, would be the dired contradi- 
dory. If the Inflammatory State of the Blood, 
arifmg from the Richnefs of the Dyet, makes 
the Smallpox in England very mortal 5 That 
Pradice, which either takes the Advantage 
of a contrary State of the Blood, or by a 
Spare Dyet introduces it, muft be benefi¬ 
cial. 
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Page 8,3 The fine ft, the moft Volatile^ and 
indeed , Infenfible Farticles of the Animal 
Juices, are the moft penetrating, and conje- 
quently the moft contagious. And for the 
fame Reafon, the moft noxious: Does it 
follow therefore. To convey the Infe&ion 
by the grofier and fenfible Parts, muft be ex¬ 
tremely unfit and dangerous? I eonfeis, X 
lhould have inferr d the contrary. 

The Symptoms are more or lefts, and the 
< Diftemper appears in a greater, or a lefts 
^Degree, according to the State of the Blood 
at the Time of Infection. Therefore the Pra¬ 
ctice of Inoculation is highly to be encou¬ 
raged, becaufe it either finds, or puts the 
Blood into a good State, before the Infer 
Ction; Teems to be a more natural Conclu¬ 
sion, than the contrary One. 

Page i o.l If we could be affur’d, that the 
*Diftemper would not be equally uncertain by 
Inoculation, according to the Nature of the 
Injected Matter, or the Difpofitim of the 
Fluids, in the Ferf on who receives it.} fo 
that it would conftantly prove of the mild- 
eft Kind, Inoculation would, no doubt, be 
a very rational and ufeful Fra&ice. df fee 
Doctor finely will not affirm, that a Perfon 
Inoculated is equally uncertain of the Cir- 
eumftances mentioned, with one who catch¬ 
es the Small Fox by the conunpn Way of 
Infection. Firft, He may be allur'd, if the 
Inoculation takes Place, of the Tinae when. 

he 
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hefhall have the Small ‘Pox. Secondly, That 
he has not the Infection by the infenfiblc 
Particles, which the Dodor owns to be the 
moft contagious 5 or which is near the fame 
Thing, convey the Contagion the ftrongeft. 
Thirdly , He may be as fute, as his Operator 
is careful, that he is infeded by a favour¬ 
able Kind. And, Fourthly, He may be much 
more fure of the Difpofttion of his Fluids, 
than a Perfon who catches them by Chance, 
after a Surfeit, or a Debauch r And after all 
this, he may be allur’d, if he has not abfo- 
lute Certainty, (which, I believe, one has 
hardly in Blood-letting) that he has a much 
greater Probability to efcape, which is fuffi- 
cient Ground for human Prudence to ad 
upon: If the Dodor will deny thofe Things, 
I think it is Folly to reafon upon this Sub- 
jed any longer .* And if, as the Dodor fays. 
Inoculation may be a more uncertain Me¬ 
thod to give the Contagion, than that which 
Nature has purfiudy it may be, notwith- 
ftanding that, much more fafe; 

Page 11.3 The very Choice that is made 
of a thick purulent Matter, to intermix im¬ 
mediately with the Blood, feems a little re¬ 
pugnant to our Reafon , fince we know, that 
the C Particles have fitch a different Contex¬ 
ture, and finch different Towers to Attraft. 
It may proceed from my Ignorance, or Dul- 
nefs, but, I confefs, I do not eafily appre¬ 
hend the -Meaning of this Sentence : Whc# 

ther 
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thcr by the Particles he means the Parti¬ 
cles of purulent Matter, or the Particles of 
Blood 5 or whether the Particles of purulent 
Matter have different attractive Powers, from 
thofe of the Blood, is not obvious from the 
ConftruCtion of the Sentence. I chufe ra¬ 
ther to underhand him in the laft Senfe, bc- 
caufe he has afterwards very fagacioufly dis¬ 
cover'd, That the blended Particles of Blood 
with Blood\ may , in all Reafon , be thought 
more likely to unite , and lefs liable to raife 
Commotions . But it happens unluckily in the 
Cafe of Inoculation , the Deiign is to raife a 
Commotion ; and the purulent Matter, for 
the Reafon mention'd by him, is fitteft for 
that Purpofe > And his Obfervatiqn, that pur¬ 
ging Medicines injected into the Blood will 
Purge , does not prove, that Che Pus of the 
Small Pox> mix’d with the Blood, may not 
raife the Smallpox . What he fays in this 
Paragraph, as likewife in the following, con¬ 
cerning the Experiment of the Mangey Hog, 
proves, that Pus is a more proper Vehicle 
to convey Infection than Blood j I cannot 
find any more in it. 

Page 13.] It never came into the Heads 
bf the Practitioners above-mention’d to raife 
Hiflempers by Art in a human Body. Then 
I will be bold to fay, it never came into 
their Heads to praCtife Phylick j which, con- 
fider’d in a true Light, is founded upon that 
ftngie Principle of Curing by raff¬ 

ing

ing Artificial 'Difeafes . What is Bleeding, 
but an artificial Haemorrhagy j Purging, but 
railing an artificial Diarrhea ? Does the V6- 
miting produc'd by a Surfeit, and that pro¬ 
cur’d by a Medicine differ fo much, as that 
the t)ne mull be call’d a Difealb, and the O- 
thcr not ? Are notBlifters, Ifliies, and Setons, 
artificial Impofthumations ? I hope he has’ 
not forgot the to' itip ivoiw of his great Mar 
ftcr Hippocrates. The Wounds and Ampu¬ 
tations of Surgeons, differ only from acci¬ 
dental Ones, by the Manner and Intention; 
Morbus eft tile corporis ftatus qui functioned 
Animates l&dit: And it may be likewifb 
obferv’d, that Phyftcians produce thofe Di- 
fcafes in their Patients often by Way of 
Prevention as well as Cure 5 and in this 
they do nothing but imitate Nature, which; 
often attempts the Cure of one Difeafe by 
another. 

Page 14.3 His next Argument is taken 
from the fatal Confequences of this very 
Matter it felf returning into the Blood, in 
the very Height of the Small Pox, where 
there feldom is afull and fujficient *Difcharge 
by the Skin, &c. One would imagine, that 
the natural Inference from this, would be 
to the Advantage of Inoculation 5 For if 
there are terrible Symptoms, which arife 
from Want of a fufficienf Difcharge of the 
purulent Matter in the Small Toxy Inocu¬ 
lation, which provides for fuch aIMfchargc, 

by 
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by artificial Out-lcts, muft needs beufefuli 
and Teems more proper than the Blifters, 
which the Phyficians apply on that Occa- 
fion. As td the fatal Confequences ariftng for 
. Want of a fufficient T) if charge upon the Skin, 

I am affraid the Cafe is quite different from 
what the Doftor reprefents; for the more 
Matter is difcharg'd upon the Skin, the more 
is often return d into the Blood; witnefs the 
confluent Kind of Small Tox, where the Dif- 
charge upon the Skin, as well as the Symp¬ 
toms arifing from the Return of the Mat¬ 
ter into the Blood, are both the greatcft .* 
And I believe it will be found, the lefs the 
Difchafge upon the Skin, the lefs will be 
.the Danger from thcfe Symptoms. The Do¬ 
ctor fays, That one may always obferve in 
this artificial Method, (even where the c Di+, 
ftemper is the fair eft and moft kindly ), that 
the Tuftules fcarce ever plump up to that. 
SDegree , or contain fo laudable a Matter , as 
they do in the natural Sort. Here is an odd 
Jumble of the Words always , fcarce ever: 
Suppofe fox fcarce ever one put feldom y then, 
the .Sentence runs thus; One may always 
obferve the Tuftules feldom plump up , &cf 
What happens but feldom, happens Tome- 
times ; and to obferve always That ndt to 
happen, which happens fometimes, is odd, 
or oddly exprefs’d. I would be glad to know 
how many Cafes the Doctor has obferv’d, 
to frame this fo general a Propofition upon;

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of the contrary of which. Hundreds of Pefr- 
fons about this Town, who know the Di- 
Icafe perfectly, have been Eye-Witneffes. 

Page 16.] TheDo&or forefees fomeIncon¬ 
venience that muft happen, from thofe <vif 
cid Particles intermixing with the Blood, 
without undergoing the common Alterations 
of Aliment. But they have that in common 
with the Volatile and moft Infenfible ‘Parti¬ 
cles. But then they are <vifcid y and therefore, 
(according to the D odor's Reafoning) don’t 
convey the Infection foftrong: But they oc¬ 
casion great P) if orders ; Not fo great as the 
Infenfible and Volatile Particles. At laft, 
they break through the Glands of the Skin ; 
If only the Email Quantity of purulent Mat¬ 
ter, that mixes with the Blood, break thrO’ 
the Pores of the Skin, the Eruption, indeed, 
would be very Email 5 But to caule an Erup¬ 
tion, is the very Intention of the Operation 5 
the Small Pox cannot be produc’d without 
it:. And if the Do&or Hill infills, that it is 
only like the Small Pox; all I can Eay is. If 
he had been pleas’d to attend Multitudes of 
Cafes of Inoculated Perfons , here and elfe- 
where in' England, iince this Practice began, 
he muft have been convinc’d, that the Erup- 
^TA^r produc’d by Inoculation, are the Ge- 
miinpfiSmall Po%. If his Arguments lo far 
prevail, as to hinder any future Inoculation , 
he muft for cyer continue in his Miftake^ If 
the Patient recovers, then it was only fome- 
*0 ' ” thing 
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thing like - the- Small Pox 5 If any one dies, 
then to be fure it was the Small Pox catch'd 
by Inoculation, and of the worft Sort. In 
this Paragraph it is no Small Pox -, by and 
by, it is a Small Pox fo bad, that it is capa¬ 
ble of fpreading the Small Pox through a 
•whole City ; and an artificial Way of depo¬ 
pulating a whole Country. This Way of Ar¬ 
guing is a very plain Proof of the ftrong Pre¬ 
judices the Doctor lyes under 5 and that as he 
has taken up his Opinion early, he is refolv'd 
to defend it ohftinately. 

Page ■% 0.3 Tlie Inoculators are charg'd with 
Aiding like Empirics , becaufe they are not 
ascertain’d of the different Dofesfor Chil¬ 
dren and Adults. There does not feem to 
be any great Matter in this' Nicety, by Ex¬ 
perience, as it hands hitherto 5 a fmall Quan¬ 
tity will communicate the Small Pox , and 
a greater has been found hot to do hurt in a- 
ny one Inftance. If the Inoculation is per¬ 
form'd by Incilion, the. different Apertures 
will anfwer that Intention : However, there 
is a great Difference between recommending 
Caution, and forbiddingi the Pradice : It is 
hill more ftrange to forbid the Pradice; 'till 
that is determin'd, which call only be found 
out by Pradiee. According to this Princi¬ 
ple, it had been impoffible ever to have 
found out any Thing' in Medicine ; for he 
that gave the firft Dofc of a Vomiting, or 
Purging Medicine, or of any other, could 
C 2 never 
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never be fure of the proper Dofe$ nay far¬ 
ther, according to this Dodrine, it is impof- 
fible to give any Body their firft Dofe of any 
Medicine: For who can tell what is the prq- ... 
per Dofe for any particular Perfon, there be¬ 
ing often Singularities in every one's Confti- 
tution? In all thefe Matters, Mankind ge¬ 
nerally govern themfelves by common Senfe, 
and ftrong Probabilities; there being no ab- 
folute Certainty in any human Affairs. 

Page 25 .] The Dodor returns to his for¬ 
mer Point, that it is not the Genuine Small 
Pox, andconfequently no Security againft that 
Difeafe. The Matters of Fad I will anfwcr 
by themfelves; all I fhall fay at prefent is, 
that if the Symptoms of the Ingrafted Small 
<pox are more mild, than thofe of the natu¬ 
ral Sort, I hope the Dodor will not bring 
that as an Objedion againft the Pradice. I 
believe the Patient, in this Cafe, has juft as 
great Certainty for not having the Small Tox 
again, as any other Perfon who has had them; 
which is no abfolute one. Thofe who arc In- 
feded by any Method, I believe, are much 
in the fame Condition, as to their Security 
from the Difeafe for the future; for which, 

I will give the Dodor this one plain Proof> 
which is fufficient to eftablifh a moral Cer¬ 
tainty. This Pradice of Inoculation has been 
continu'd for many Years in feveralCountries; : 
if the Inoculated had been fubjed to catch 
the Small I*ox a fecond Time, fomething 

of 
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©f this Kind muft have happen'd and a very 
few Inftancesof this, muft have put an End 
to the whole Pradice: For can any one ima¬ 
gine, that People in their Senfes would have 
continu’d a troublefome Experiment, which 
was not effedual for the Purpofe for which 
it was deEgn’d ? I will take the Freedom to 
fay, that this Engle Refledion is a ftrongcr 
Proof of this Point, than all the Dodofs 
Doubts and Suggeftions, who knows nothing 
to the contrary 5 as. I fhall fhew by and 
by. May it not at leaft be advifeable to al¬ 
low a Truce in the Difpute, 'till an uncon- 
tefted Cafe of that Kind happens > 

Page 28.3 But, Innoculation does not Al¬ 
ways take Id lace and produce the 'Dtfeafe: 
is T herefore the Pradice to be left off? There 
are Tome Perfons, who by a Speciality of 
their Conftitutions, feem hardly fufccptible 
of the Diftemper j and others, who have had 
the Difeafe, but it has been rriftaken, 6% 
forgot. They go farther in Turky, and af¬ 
firm, that the very running Sbres are a Secu¬ 
rity againft the Small c Pox. There may be, 
indeed, a ftrong Prefumption, that Perfculs, 
who have had fo fevere a Tryal as InoCuld - 
tzon, may not be fufceptible of the Diftemper. 
BeEdcs^hefe are feveral Ihcidents in perform¬ 
ing the Operation,which may not be carefully 
attended to 3 if the Patient has not the 
Small ‘Pox, there is little Hurt done. There 
are fome* whom a very ftrong Dofe of Phy- 
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ftcje will not purge: What then ? muft \vc 
never afterwards give a Purge > 

If the Dodor’s Aphorifm, laid down, "Page 
36, That an Experiment , to make it ufeful, 
always muft be nearly uniform > there muft 
be no fuch Thing as the Pradice of Phyftck j 
unlefs by the Word nearly he allows a very 
great Latitude. 

I cannot allow it as a folid Argument a- 
gainft Inoculation, that the French and Ita¬ 
lians have not begun it; no more, than that 
the Houfe of Bourbon has never been Ino¬ 
culated. Were the Dodofs Letter publifh'd 
In Italian too, as it,is in very elegant French „ ■ 
both Nations, to be fure, will be fufficiently 
frighten'd from ever attempting thisPradice : 
And to make the Antidote (till more univer-, 
fal, let us have it in Sclavonic and High -r 
’ Dutch , Wei ft and Irifb alfo. 

What the Dodor fays, Page 44, of the 
'Attention that is to be given to the na¬ 
tural Weakneffes of the Confutations of the 
Perfons Inoculated, is a very proper Cau¬ 
tion i and perhaps Mifcarriages, if any fuch 
there be, may be owing to the Negled of 
it. But, as I hinted before, if the leaft ill 
Succefs, even in the moft innocent Branch¬ 
es of the Pradice of Phyftck, arifing from 
Want of Care, or Skill, Ihould be a per¬ 
petual Bar to the Repitition of them, Peo¬ 
ple muft leave off to Purge, Vomit, Bleed, 
or eveij cut Corns, of which Operation 
. fcveral 
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feveral die in. a Year within the Bills of 
Mortality. 

Page 45 .] But it is poffible, and even pro¬ 
bable, the Matter of the Small Pox may 
communicate the ‘Difeafes of the People 
from which it is taken. This is hard! The 
DoCtor will fcarcely allow, that the Matter of 
the Small Pox will communicate the Small 
Pox 5 but it is probable, that it will commu¬ 
nicate any other Hifeafe. Que vive Thomas 
Diaphoinus, il n’a Jamais ete vaincu en dif- 
pute ! How are we fure, that the Aliment, 1 
or Drugs, both for External and Internal fi¬ 
fes, don't communicate the Difeafes s nay,' 
the very natural Qualities of thofe Animals 
from which they are taken ? I think, indeed, 
the Election of wholfome Subjects to Ino¬ 
culate from, is a proper Caution; but the 
DoCtor demands abfolute Certainty, which 
cannot be found in any human Affair, and 
lefs ftill in any Medical or Chyrurgical Pra¬ 
ctice. Mankind in all thofe Matters govern: 
themfelves by the ftrongeft Probabilities; and 
that thefe are on the Side of Inoculation , I 
fhall plainly demonftrate. 

Page 51.3 The Doctor’s Argument from 
the jarring Opinions of the Innoculators > if 
all he fays were true, is juft as ftrong againft 
the Practice of Phyfick in General: For if 
no Body was to take any Medicine ’till Ho¬ 
nors ceafe to differ , I believe the Faculty 
ivould ftarve.; May w$ not with more Truth 
^ .'. affirm. 
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affirm, that the Anti-inoculator$ (a Word 
more fonorous, and longer by two Syllables 
than that of Inoculators ) are as inconftftent 
and changeable in their Opinions? One 
while they averted, that it was impoffible to’ 
give the Small Pox by this Method $ when 
Experience had convinc’d them, fonie of’em 
at leaft, of the Untenablenefs of this Do- 
drine ; then they allow’d, if it prov’d mor¬ 
tal, that it was the Small Pox ; if they efea+ 
ped, to be fure they would have them again i 
If it was a favourable Sort, then there was 
Tome inveterate Diftemper tranfplanted with 
it j If any Boils or Impofthumations appear’d 
at the going off of the ‘Difeafe, thofe were 
the Effcd Of the Inoculation , not the Con- 
fequence of the Small Pox in General, or. 
of the Conftitution of the Patient. Thefe 
are certainly, not the Reafonings of inge¬ 
nious and inquilitive Philofophers, but the 
Cavils of interefted Difputants j and it would 
be ridiculous, for any Man to be determin’d 
by the jarring Opinions, either of the one 
Side or t’other. 

There is nothing material in the Way of 
Argumentation, ’till we come to ‘Page 62. 
There this Practice is condemn’d, as it tends 
to propagate and continue an Infedion in 
any Place: Here again it is the Small Pox £, 
elfe why fhould it fprcad the Small Pox ? 
I anfwer, if it be true, that the Generality 
of Mankind have, the Small Pox 5 if they 
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are rare in fome Years, they muft be rife in 
others 5 because a new Stock of .Subje^s 
fufccptible of the Diitemper is produc'd ; and 
the Operation of tins Diftemper upon the 
Mafs of Mankind in any particular Place, is 
nearly unifiarnp When this general Ifun of 
tne Smalt napp'ens j 1 take it to be indif¬ 
ferent to th<; Mafs of the Inhabitants.of any 
Place in general, except in this one particu¬ 
lar, that when the Dileafe as, produc'd by a 
bad Cpnftitution ofAir, as ^f is moft Epide¬ 
mical , fo it is then moll: mortal. Now if 
this Diftemper fhould happen to he propaga¬ 
ted by an artificial Method in a.favourable 
Scafoii, would not this be rather an Advan¬ 
tage to Mankind than other wile f For exam¬ 
ple, The Doctor alledgeth that hardly one 
of a hundred hath dy'd of the natural Sort 
this. Year,- would it not then have been 
highly profitable to Mankind, that a general 
Run of the Smallpox had happen'd in fo fa- 
VPurablcd Seafon; and this would, ftill ope¬ 
rate more ftrohgly for the Benefit of Man-, 
kind, if not only the Seafon, but the Method 
of Propagation had ten to one of odds of 
producing a mild Sort. So that’this Argu¬ 
ment of the Doctor's has the Misfortune, 
with a great many of the reft, to prove the 
Contradictory of his Cohclufton; But with¬ 
out taking tile Advantage of the Doctor's 
Hardy Alfertioii, that hardly one of a hun¬

By which it appears that the lingle Branch of 
Mortality occafton’d by the Small Pox is 
ibmc Years j and in a Circle of twelve 
Years about A of the whole Mortality in ge¬ 
neral 5 for 21,788 is near A of 274,015. 
During this Term of Years, London wanted 
an Addition of near 22000 People yearly to 
keep it equally full. If all Mankind had the 
Small ‘Pox, then 22000 People, one Year 
withvanother had it * of which f* dy’d j If 
il ohe 
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one half of Mankind had the Small Box , 
then i out of 6, who had the Difiemper , 
dy’d of it. Which, by the way, Ihows the 
Dodor to be out in his Calculation j for if 
only iooodic this Year, as perhaps may ap¬ 
pear by the Bills, 100,00,0 mull have been 
Pick of the Diftemper , to make his Afiertion 
true, that one only of a hundred d/d: If he 
means it only of Children, it is a ftrong Argu¬ 
ment for Inoculation , bccaufe it allows that 
to be a favourable Age. 

By the Bills of Mortality of Breflavu it ap¬ 
pears, that the Mafs of M ankind lofe above 
25 per Cent , before they are a Year old 5 that 
is, of a 100 that are born, more than 25 die 
thatfirft Year: I may fay with great Proba¬ 
bility that not 4 of ihofe have the Small Box 
at allbut die of other Difiafes ; and that 
in the Account, as it hands before 11s 8 of 9 
of Infants may be rcekoiYd neither Subjcds 
of the Diftemper , . nor of this Pradice, but 
as it were non-Entities. Therefore out of 
the 22000 People, the yearly Recruits of 
London abovcmentioifd, fubftrading 4000, 
there remains 1.8000, of which yearly there 
died above 1 8 00 of the Small Boxs that is, 
yo: So that the Small Box may be reckon’d 
to cut off A of .Mankind above the Age of 
prie Year. I'wifh the World is not malicious 
enough to lay, that Phylicians (like the 
Clergy) are now ftrugling, for their Tenths. 
But to proceed. If, as I laid, all Mankind a- 
L - * '•' I> 2 bove 
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hove a Year old have the P>iftemper, i oi^t 
of i o dies of it; If one half; then i out of 5 , 
wliich have the Pliftemper the natural way, 
dies of it: If v of Mankind have the Small 
Pox once in their Life, then of them 2 out 
of 1 5 die: If’, then 3 out of 25, which have 
th dHiftcmper, die of it. According to D. Net- 
t let oris Calculation j out of 1245 who had 
the natural Small c Pox in fome Neighbour¬ 
ing Towns in forkfhire there died 270,which 
is about 2 2 out of a hundred. A$ to the pru¬ 
dential Part of Inoculation , it is all one whe¬ 
ther a greater or lefier Number have the Small 
Pox s for the Chance of not dying by the 
Small Pox the natural Way, is made up of 
the Chance of efcaping the Ptiflemper, amf 
that of efcaping u\t\v<dT>iJlemper. If 4 of Man¬ 
kind have the c DiJlemper, it is‘ 4 of \ of 4 : 
If 4 of Mankind have the c Diftemper, then it 
is 4, pi or Po or f=> &c. Still all Mankind 
muft be confider'd with the Seeds of a I 3 if- 
temper within them, which has the Chance 
of 1 to 9 to cut them off. Then furely they 
don't merit fuch hard Names, of Homicides 
and Spreaders of Infection, who do but at¬ 
tempt to leflen the Dread and Danger of thi$ 
terrible Peftilence, 

By the Accounts of the Inoculation inE'ng- 
larid and the Plantations, tho' it is an early 
Pra&ice, and has not been manag'd with due 
Care and Circumfpeftion 5 out of about 500 
oli whom it has been perform'd, the Enemies 

ef 
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of the Pradice have not produc'd the Names 
of above 3 Perfons that have died 5 allowing 
their Deaths chargeable bn this Pradice, 
which I believe is not in Fad true: A Pra- 
dice which brings the Mortality of the i Small 
e Pox from one in ten to one in a hundred!, if 
it obtain'd univerfally would lave to the t)i* 
ty of London at leaft 1506 People yearly £ 
and the fame Odds wou'd be a fumcieht piru- 
dential Motive to any private Perfori to pro¬ 
ceed upon, abftrading from the more occult 
and abftrufe Caufes which leem to favour 
this Operation. It is a felf evident Propor¬ 
tion, that a Perfori who receives trie Irife- 
<dion by, Inoculfiii&n , has a much fairer 
Chance for. his Life, 'man he who takes it 
the natural Way j unlefs it can be arirrmedi 
that the having the Eledion of all the Cif- 
comftances of the Difeafe, is of no manner 
of Advantage. For Example, it riiiift be of 
fome Benefit, to know that orfe is to Have 
the Diftemper nine or ten Dayes tiefore if 
comes? rather than to be fufpri?^ of per¬ 
haps iniftaken in it. To have it at an Age 
when it is not fo mortal: To take it when 
the Body is in a temperate and cool State, ra¬ 
ther than in a contrary one: When the Con- 
ftitution of the Air is favourable, rather than 
malignant: After a cool E)yet arid other due 
Preparations, rather than after a Surfeit or a 
drunken Bout. For if the principal Strokes 
tbw^di tp fcrire, afb r m ! |he Regimen, iri the 

Begin- 




Beginning of a Diftemperj it mud be ftill, 
more fo, in a Regimen before it begins. If 
the Dodor will deny thefe Truths, I have 
done. But if the having all the Circumftan- 
ces abovemention’d in one's Power be of 
fome Advantage, then the Trattice of Ino¬ 
culation cannot be,hurtful! but beneficial to 
Mankind in general: Then why mud an Ex¬ 
periment already practis’d with Succefs in an¬ 
other Country r .that bids fair to fave the 
Lives of Multitudes, be entirely laid afidc 
and crufh’d in the Bud ? Cannot the learned 
Phyficians, who fo zealoufiy oppofe it, have 
a little Patience, and Time will clear up ma¬ 
ny Things in it, which perhaps may be now 
doubtful > Therefore fince this Pradice can¬ 
not be hurtful but beneficial to Mankind in 
general, it ought not to be difeouraged. 

As to the Inconfiftencies and Miftakcs, the 
Dodor is pleas’d to charge me withall: I lhall 
always be fo ingenuous as to own fuch, as 
my Inadvertency or Want of Experience 
have fubjeded me to. What I wrote was ac¬ 
cording to the beft Information or Expe¬ 
rience I had at that Time. General Propo- 
fitions, in pradical Matters, are not to be 
underftood in the Stridnefs of a Logical U- 
niverfality. The Symptoms from which I 
exempted the Inoculated Small Fox, are to 
be underftood in a Comparative Serife, with 
regard to thofe of the natural Sort; the 
Word iifual will juftify this Meaning, in 

which 
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which; any Reader, not quite Captious, will 
interpret them. If with all thefe Reftri&ions 
I cannot be favourably underflood, I beg Par¬ 
don; and as I faid before, I ftiall be always 
willing to recant any Miftake. But as on the 
one hand, I ftudy to keep myfelf free from 
Prejudices, fo as to be fufceptible of any fu¬ 
ture Convi&ion, which may arife from Ex¬ 
perience i fo I wou’d not fubmit a Point al¬ 
ready eftablifh’d, tp the filly Cavils of thole 
who have none. 

I am fure, I am not miftaken in the 
Account of the Inoculation at Newgate j 
but the Do&or is. I referr the Reader 
to my printed Journal ,* whereby it ap¬ 
pears, that the Operation was fairly and 
equally perform'd on all: And I can With 
great Truth, declare, that I had no Intention 
to make-any Difference in the Incifions; nor 
was there, indeed, any made. The Do&or 
not having feen Evans , the Man who had 
had the Smallpox before, till next Day,when 
they were partly heal’d, this might occa¬ 
sion his Miftake. Nor was the Matter taken 
from a violent Flux-kind, but from a full 
diftinft Coherent kind, and at the proper 
Time. Mrs. Tompions Boil {as he call’s it) 
on her Arm; was not the fame from the fkft 
Day of the Eruption; nor the only one {he 
had: But was a fair, regular Puftule of the 
Smallpox, of which’alfo fhe had others, if 
he had been pleas’d tp pxaminc. Alcock, 

. aol who 
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who had the GoalAOiftemper, had alfo 66 
fuftules, at leaft, of the Genuine Small Pox $ 
with a gentle Fever before the Eruption. 
As to all of them, having had but few Erupi 
|ions; I hope, that is no pbje&jori againft 
the Practice. And as to the Time and Man¬ 
ner of their P.uhuies going off > they were' 
much the fame, as in the .gentler Sort of 
Small ‘Pox: Only that Atcock opening his 
>yi|h a Pin, made fhernfall off fppner. The 
Dotftor might have taken Notice, that Eliz. 
Harrifon, who had them as gently, at leaft, 
as any of them ; has been employ'd lince in 
Hurling above 20 People in the Small Pox, 
and never has catch'd them: Which any im¬ 
partial Perfon will judge to be a better Proof 
of the Genuinnefs of the Diftemper, than all 
his Obfervations can evince to the contrary. 

As to Mr. H - n’s Cafe, it is true. But 

the Inference is only, that there was one Per¬ 
fon, on whom the Inoculation did not take 
place. I hope the Doctor has not forgot that 
he own'd to me that Mr. Colt’s Children had, 
the true Small P.ox s tho' their Cafe differ'd 
in nothing from thofe in Newgate / biit iri 5 
fhe Degrees of the Diftemper. 

As to the Experiment in St. Thomas’sHof- 
pital, after two vaftly large Incifions, and 
an immoderate Quantity of the Matter ap- 
play'4; three Days and Nights Confinement 
of the patient to his Bed, without opening 
his Bandage, a warm Regimen, in a hot Sea- 

fon> 
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fon; I vifited him, (to know the Truth of 
the Noife that was made) on the fixth Day 
after the Operation,, and faw no Eruptions, 
nor had he any; nor were his Incifions di- 
gefted: I took the Freedom to ask Doctor 
JVadfworth then prefent, whether the Sores 
(pointing at them) were like thofe he: faw 
at Newgate ? And he fairly own’d, he cou’d 
not fay they were. I again faw this Patient 
a. Week after, but fill no Eruption; If any 
Eruptions happen’d between thefe Times, 
they could not be the Small "Tote: And I be¬ 
lieve, none who faw and attended both Ex¬ 
periments, can truly fay, they were like thofe 
in Newgate. 

I own that it feeni’d probable that the fix 
Perfons in Mr. Batt’s Family might have 
catch’d the Small Box of the Girl that was’ 
Inoculated ; but it is well known that the 
Small Box were rife not only at Hertford 
but in feveral Villages round it, many 
Months before any Perfon was Inoculated 
there: Witnefs Mr. Hobb’s Houfe in Chrift’s 
Hofpital Buildings, where he himfelf died 
Of the worft Sort with Purples ; and his 
Children had it. Some other Families there,' 
and particularly Mrs. Mofs’s, where the a- 
bove-named Elizabeth Harr if on, Inoculated 
in Newgate,, attended feveral Perfoiis under 
it, to prove whether flic would catch the Di- 
ilempcr by Infection; Both Latin Boarding t 
Schools s M iv Stout’s and M r. Loyd’s Fami- 
E lies j* 
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lies 5 Mr. John Himfdales Coachman and 
his Wife ; and Mr. Santoon’s Maid-Servant, 
who was brought to the fame Houfe, and 
died of the Confluent kind of the Small Box i 
I took Matter from the faid Coachman to 
Inoculate Mr. Batt’s Daughter in the Coun¬ 
try Farm Houfe, the firfi Ingrafted in that 
Country. After this I took Matter alfo from 
Mr. Stout’s Maid-Servant to Inoculate Mrs 
Heath’s two Sons 3 which were all I Inocu¬ 
lated in that Town. Belides all thefe there 
were a great many more, whofe Names I 
cannot at prefent call to mind both in Town 
and Country about it, who had the Small 
Box, and feveral died of it, the Summer be¬ 
fore I began this Pradice : Thefe are Mat¬ 
ters of Fad, which the Dodor’s Author can¬ 
not difprove. To charge then the Spreading 
the InfeBion and the Confequences of it, 
thro 1 that Town, upon two Angle Boys who 
were Inoculated in a Court in a manner fe- 
parated from all the reft of the Town, which 
was fuller of the Small Box before than after 
the Inoculation , is not agreeable to that In¬ 
genuity which the Dodor feems to demand 
of his Adverfaries. 

The Cafe of Mr. He Grave’s Daughter 
which fills up three or four Pages in the Let¬ 
ter, and upon which the Dodor lays the 
Foundation of hi sHypotheJis, the Reader may 
pleafe to take from her Father’s own Words 
in his Letter annex’d. From which it ap¬ 
pears 
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pears that the Girl had the Small Tox but 
once, of the favourable kind; and in all 
Probability by Inoculation. So far the Cafe 
is lingular, that it did not take place till ele¬ 
ven Weeks after the Operation 5 and untill 
the Blood was put into a Ferment by violent 
Motion. Here the Do&or triumphs in his 
*Dilemma , Either {he had , or fhe had not the 
Small Pox by Inoculation; If the firlt, then it 
is plain Inoculation is no preventive of the 
Difeafe 5 If the fecond, the Experiment is 
good for nothing. I think in this way of Ar¬ 
gumentation, to make it conclufive, there 
ought to be a perfect Enumeration > but here 
is a Third Cafe, and the real one, not enu¬ 
merated 5 which is, that the Girl had the 
Small Tax, and that but once, by Inocula¬ 
tion } tho’ not at the fame Time when the 
Do&or lays the Scene of his Dilemma. But 
to confider the Second Branch > allowing 
that this Small Tox was the natural Sort, 
and not produc’d by Inoculation , of which, 
I think, the contrary is plain; fure it is a 
ftrange Inference to fay, that bccaufe Inocu¬ 
lation has not taken EfFeft in one Subject, it 
is therefore good for nothing. The Do- 
dors excellent Judgment will indraft him 
to reafon with more Temper and Solidity in 
other Matters of his Profeflion; and not 
make Ufe of his Aphorifm , That one In¬ 
fiance is as good as a thoufand in Matters of 
Experience. What the Dodor fays of his 
E 2 Fears 
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I ears of a great Clafs of Hypothetical t)j* 
feafes, is all vanifh’d, and the Girl is very 
well. I refer the Do&pr upon this Head 
of the Preventive Power of Inoculation , 
to the Letter which he lays fo much Strcfs 
upon, from Bofton> where his Ally in 
this Difpute owns. That not one of the Ino¬ 
culated (being about three Hundred) during 
the Space of five or fix Month s, in a general 
Run of the Small Box-, has had the Small 
Pox the natural Way, as far as we know i 
But of this more afterwards. 

As for his fecond Story of Captain Huf- 
fart, it requires only a bare Reading to make 
it ridiculous ; For no unprejudic'd Perfon of 
common Senfe can believe that one, after ha¬ 
ying been Inoculated twice without any Ef- 
fed, would try it a third Time : But after a 
third Time, to try it a fourth, fifth,’and fixth 
Time, paffeth all Degrees of Credibility. But 
it feems this Captain was not very certain, 
whether it was five or fix Times ; one inocu¬ 
lation had quite flipt out of his Memory ; he 
wanted one Quality, which the Proverb de¬ 
mands in fome Sort qf People. Since the Do- 
. dor can give Credit to this Story of Captain 
Huffart y and at the fame Time queftion the 
Truth of what is faid by eminent Phyficians, 
who writ from their own and other Peoples 
Observations on the Spot, where Inoculation 
is pradisd daily j I appeal to my Readers, if 
I may not with Juftice tax him of be^ng par¬ 
tially 
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tially Credulous or Incredulous , as Fads make 
for or againft his Purpofe. And with- all due 
Refped to the Senate of Bofton, I queftion 
whether a Bill, or an Hypothefis , founded up¬ 
on fuch a Fad, is more extraordinary. But al¬ 
lowing it to be true, what is the Inference ? 
That a Perfon,who could not catch the Small 
Pox by Inoculation , had them the natural 
Way: If that were granted, will it prove, that 
one who has the Small ‘Pox by Inoculation , 
may afterwards have them the natural Way } 
If upon the fame Authority, the Dodot can 
believe the Story of the Musco vite Dragoon, 
or the Inoculated Soldiers in the French Ar¬ 
my 5 I wifh him much Joy. I promife him 
I will not (like the Gentry who went in queft 
of St. Alban's, Trough) ride twenty Miles to 
be able to difprove it. I fhould be glad' to 
know, which Way the Dod'or fupports fo 
bold an Aflertion* Tshat [Page 17] by the Ac¬ 
count Hr. Nettleton^n^f,. as alfo by the beft 
Qbfervation upon thofe who have been Inoci* 
lated in this City, fcarcely a fourth Part of 
them have had a true and genuine Small Pox 5 
I have read over carefully Dr . Nettleton’s Ac¬ 
count, contain’d in his Letters printed in the 
Tranfallions of the Royal Society , N° 370 $ 
and for my Life I cannot find any Thing to 
juftify this Aflertion; on the contrary he fays. 
We have not yet found , that ever any had the 
Diftemper twice , neither is there any Reafon 
tofuppofe itpojfible j there being no Difference 

that 
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that can be obferv'd betwixt the natural and 
artificial Sort , {if we may be allow'd to call 
them fi) but only that in the latter the Pu- 
ftules are commonly fewer in Number % and all 
the reft of the Symptoms are in the fame Pro* 
portion more favourable. I hope there is at 
leaft as much Credit due to an ingenious Pra¬ 
ctitioner, who writes from a very extended 
Experience, as to one who writes for the 
moft Part by Hcarfay. 

As to thofe who have been Inoculated in 
London ; to oppofe my own, and other Per? 
fonsTeftimony from ocular Infpe&ion,againft 
his, who talks by Report, may feem perhaps 
too great Prefumption. I therefore challenge 
the DoCtor to name the Cafes and Authori¬ 
ties whereby he fupports fuch a wild Afier- 
tion. 

As to Mr. Sp - r’s Cafe, I will not pre¬ 

occupy my Reader with any Reflection; but 
refer him to the Matter of Fact here fubjoin'd, 
as it is teftify'd by the Surgeon and Apothe¬ 
caries that attended him. 

As to the Cafe of Lord B — —ts’s Servant, 
I refer to the Account fubjoin’d. 

He is juft as much miiinform’d of the Cafe 
of Lord F—^/s Son, who had a favourable 
Sort of Small Pox , and was in no Danger 
pf his Life $ as the Phyfician who attended 
him will readily own. 

As to the unfortunate Accidents which 
have happen'd to fome of the Firft Rank by 
. this 
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this Ingrafting Method s if I guefs right who 
he means, one of them is perfectly well with* 
out any unfortunate Accident; and the Im- 
pofthumation, which had noDependance nor 
Communication with the Incifion, is per¬ 
fectly cur’d without any Exfoliation of the 
Bone, or any HeBic Fever. But it is hard to 
charge the common Accidents ©f the Small 
‘Pox in general, upon this Method in par¬ 
ticular. 

It is no lets a Miftnformation, that the 
Children of a Nobleman, underftood in his 
Letter, were Ingrafted from a bad Sort of 
Small Pox. As to what he fays of the poorer 
Sort of People of Scotland, running about 
*>with the Small Pox upon them , without ei¬ 
ther Shoes or Stockings 5 the DoCtor feems 
here to intend a Reflexion, but I choofc to 
avoid all Reflections, either National orDo- 
meftick. I believe the People,of England, as 
well as thofe of Scotland J for the molt Part, 
neither wear Shoes nor Stockings in the Small 
Pox: As to their Cuftom or Ability of run* 
ning about , they are much in the fame Con¬ 
dition, as they are here ; feme have them fa- . 
vourably, fome otherwife, and every one has 
Conveniencies and Helps according to their 
Circumftances. 

As for the three Letters from Bofton in 
New England , printed by Way of Appendix 
to the Doctor’s, It might fuflice to fay, that 
they are only a fevere, and perhaps a juft In¬ 
vective 
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veclivc^ againft the Clergy and bthers, for 
meddling in this Branch of the PhyficianS 
Practice: Upon which Encroachment, fome 
of the Faculty invoke the Vengeance of the 
Civil Magiftrate; and threaten the Offen¬ 
ders, as Toifoners and Spreaders of Infection, 
with Prifons and Gibbet's: And if the Laws 
in being are fomewhat deficient, modefliy 
call, as fome others have done, upon the Le- 
giflaturefor new Ones. This general Confe¬ 
deration is fufficient to invalidate the Credit 
of any Thing that is faid by a Perfon fo ftrong- 
ly interefted :, But fo great is the Force of 
Truth, that it has extorted enough from this 
partial Complainant to juftify the Practice* 
which he fo bitterly inveighs againft. For 
firft he owns, that the whole Practice of Ino¬ 
culation was manag’d by unskillful Perfons y 
and that many who d/d or fujfefd much un¬ 
der Inoculation, if they had hjid better Ma¬ 
nagement , might have had better Fate. That 
the Practitioners neglected as trivial both the. 
Advantages of a fuitable Seafon , and a well- 
prepared Body ; That they Inoculated all A- 
ges and Confutations from the Beginning >, 
That, they Inoculated Women with Child , and 
Hyjierical People: And after all, They pra¬ 
ctis'd it at fir ft with indifferent good Succefs : 
That it had been practis'd, fince the Middle 
efjyincto the ft) ate of his Letter , Dec. 20. 
upon above two hundred Subjects with vari¬ 
ous Sncccefs. He tells you in his iecond Let- 
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ter, That they had at that Time the Expe¬ 
rience of two or three Hundred Inoculated: 
And after all this, in all his three Letters, he 
gives you only two Letters of the Name of 
one Inoculated Per fon who dy'd, Mrs. *D — L 
He fays at Random, that others d/d of it , 
whom Time may bring to Light . Were the 
Bodies of thofe Inoculated Perfons hid under 
Dunghills ? Had they not Chriftian Burial \ 
It is wondrous ftrange, that in a Place, where 
the Praditioners in Phyfick and the Magi- 
ftrates both were againft Inoculation-, he could 
not come at the Knowledge of a Mortal 
Cafe but one, the Inoculated Mrs. C D —-/, 
who is trump'd up upon all Occahons: He 
fays, many of the Inoculated fujfer much> 
Page 2a What then ? A Perfon that has the 
Small Tost, even in the gcntleft Sort, nuift 
fuffer, And at laft, Page io, he ingenuoufty 
acknowledges, That the SmallPox (acquir’d 
by Inoculation ) is frequently more favourable 
than in the common Way, and not altogether 
fo mortal. 

Secondly; That not one of the Inoculated 
during the Space of five or fix Months has 
had the S mail Pox in the natural Way, fo 
far as we: know $ that is, of about three 
hundred People Inoculated\ fome of which, 
no doubt, had only thofe Eruptions, which 
they will not allow to be the genuine Small 
Tox 5 In a Time, when the whole Town 
and Country was an Hofpital ofTeople Jick 
F Of 
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of the T)) [temper, and few Rerfons exempt 
from its Rage , for the Space of five or fix 
Months , not fo much as one had the Small 
j Pox, for ought they knew: I fay, if fiich a 
Cafe had happen’d, it is not probable it could 
have been conceal’d 5 and that this Acknow^ 
ledgment from one, who is fo zealous anE- 
nemy to the Pradice, is a ftronger Proof of 
the Efficacy of it, for the Purpofe intended, 
than all the Ifs and May-be 1 s of this or any 
other Letter-Writer. 

It had been fair in this Gentleman to have 
given in the Numbers that dy’d of the natu¬ 
ral Sort of Small Rox, during that Seafon; 
or to have ftatedthe Cafe fairly between two 
or three Hundred lick of the natural Sort, and 
as many of the Inoculated Kind, both under 
the Care andDiredion of unskillful and ua- 
experienc’d People: And then, perhaps, as in 
the Inoculated Kind, he could inftance, by 
Name, only One that dy’d $ in the other Sort 
he would have been puzzled to find the 
Names of thofe who efcap’d. 

L Blit to this he will fay, that the Inocula- 
ted Small Rox propagated the Mortality of 
the natural Sort. There is a full Anfw^r gi¬ 
ven to this Qbjedion of fpreadiiig Infedion 
before. I think it is hard to exclude Men 
from the Means of fecuring themfelvcs from 
a.great Peftilence, upon a meer Suggeftioni: 
The Influence ofthe natural Small Rox up- 
hn Mankind, in any Place, in a Circle of 

Years, 
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Years, may be affirm'd to be uniform with 
ftrong Probability 5 and if the Air of any 
Place, in a contagious Seafon, is fuch, as ren¬ 
ders the Diftemper very mortal, it is a ftrong 
Motive for People to take the Advantage of 
a good Seafon, and fecure themfelves in 
Time from a Plague, which is fo likely to de- 
ftroy them; And if Prudence only were to 
be confulted, it would perhaps be much more 
the Duty^of the Legiflature to.order, than tp 
forbid this Practice. And no doubt, accord¬ 
ing to the Acknowledgment of the Enemies 
of this Pra&ice, they would, by this Method, 
diminifh the Mortality, and encreafe the 
Number of their People; and the Magiftrate 
is forc'd often upon more arbitrary Proceed¬ 
ings in any Peftilence: But as that would 
feem too great an Encroachment upon the 
natural Rights of Mankind, I ffiould not ap¬ 
prove of it. But on the other Hand, it would 
be a moft Tyrannical Encroachment upon 
the fame Rights, to debar Mankind from the 
lawful Means of fecuring themfelves from 
the Fear and Danger of fo terrible a Plague. 

As for the particular Factor, that, accord¬ 
ing to the Letter, attends the Sores of the Ittr 
oculatedi it is much of a Piece with.the 
Story of the Kentifh Long - Tayls: It fhews 
him to be an utter Stranger to the whole 
Practice j and makes one doubt, whether he 
ever faw a Cafe of Inoculation quite through. 
And the Pointing at the Inoculated in the 
F 2 Streets , 
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Streets, is as great an Inftance of Barbarity, 
as the other is of Ignorance. 

There is a Letter in Town from the Revd. 
Mr. Mather at Bofton of a later Date, which 
has feveral remarkable Paflages in it. The 
c Diftemper[ meaning the Small Pox) has late¬ 
ly vijited and ranfacked the City of Bofton $ 
and in little more than half a fear, of about 
five thoufand Ter fans, that have undergone 
it, near nine hundred have died. 

But how many Lives might have been 
fav'd, if our unhappy Bhyficians had not poi- 
forid and bewitch'd our People with a blind 
Rage, that has appear'd, very like a Satanick 
Roffeffion, againfi the Method of Relief and 
Safety in the way of the Small Pox Inocula¬ 
ted? I prevail'd with one Bhyfician [andfor 
it, I have had bloody Attempts made upon 
my Life by fome of our Energumens) to in¬ 
troduce the Brattice ; and the Experiment 
has been made upon almoft three hundred Sub - 
jetts in our neighbourhood, young and old, 
from one Tear to feventy} weak and ftrong, 
Male and Female, white and black j in Mid- 
fummer, in Autumn and Winter: And it fuc- 
ceeds to Admiration. 

I cannot learn that any one has died of it, 
tho' the Experiment has been made under va¬ 
rious and marvellous Difadv ant ages. Five 
or fix have died upon it or after it ; but from 
other Accidents. 

He 
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He mentions afterward that Cats had it i 
and takes notice of the fame thing in DoElor 
Leigh’s Hiftory o/'Lancaihirej andfubjoins, 

That it was generally complain'd that Pi- 
geon-houfes of the City continu d unfruitful j 
and the Pigeons did not lay or hatch, as they 
usd to do , all the while that the Small Pox 
was in its Epidemical Progrefs: And it is 
very ftrongly affirmed , that our ‘Dunghill 
Fowl felt much of the like upon them. 

At laft concludes 5 with the great Benefit 
they have found by Blifters early apply’d and 
continu'd in the natural Small Pox, and it 
forry it was fo late before they fell into this 
Way} but it has conftantly profper’d : I 
know not, fays he, that it* has once mi fear- 
tied fince we came into it. J refer the Rea¬ 
der to his Letter annex’d. 

It appears by this Letter, that fomewhat 
more than one out of five, and lefs than one 
out of fix died of the Diftemper. And like- 
wife,by the Effeds mention’d upon Animals, 
that the general Contagion was owing to a 
bad Difpofition of the Air 5 and not char¬ 
geable upon Inoculation. 

And laftly, notwithftanding the unfavou¬ 
rable Conftitution of the Air, the Inoculated 
did well. 

I doubt not but the impartial Reader is 
now fatisfy’d that this Practice of Inocula¬ 
tion may be ftill beneficial to Mankind, not¬ 
withftanding any thing that, the Dodor has 

adduc’d 



adduc’d to the contrary, either by way of 
Argument or Fad. And that by the fame 
zealous Partiality, it had been eafy to have 
crulh’d any, the moft ufeful Pradice in Me¬ 
dicine in the Beginning. It is pretty remar¬ 
kable, that in a Neighbouring Nation, where 
Agues are the beft Branch of the Phyftcians 
Pradice, the Ufe of the Bark has been, and 
is Bill in a great Meafure, fupprefs’d by Me¬ 
thods not much unlike what are us’d againft 
Inoculation; and indeed every one of the 
Doctor's Arguments would have concluded 
more ftrongly againft the Ufe of the Cortex , 
than againft this Pradice. I will fuppofc any 
Stickler againft the Bark to have reafon'd 
thus in the Dodor’s Strain. A "Drug that 
has been only us’d among Slaves, an illiterate 
unthinking ‘People, mho have the Advantage 
of a warm Climate, and a Spare Dyet, is not 
fit to be immediately difpens’d to the Englilh, 
whofe Blood, fpeaking of it as National, is 
the ProduB of the Richeft P>yet: Is it not 
plain by the ‘Difeafes that it often leaves be - 
hind it, that it fpoils the Confiitution ? IVit- 
nefs the Jaundice, Tumours of the Legs, and 
other Cachexies that are often fubfequent up¬ 
on it. Befides none but Empirics can give 
a Medicine of which they are not fure of the 
P>ofe i Is it not plain that it will not anfwer 
the Defign of preventing the Difeafefor the 
future ? For notwithstanding the Ufe of this 
T)rug, thePatient fuffers many aRelapfe.Be- 

fides 
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fides there are not only one or two, but innu¬ 
merable Infiances of Teople who have died 
after the Ufe of it $ and others, who have 
had a difeafed Conftitution all the reft of their 
Lives. The Difpenfers of this Medicine dif- 
agree widely among themfelves, both as to 
the Manner of its Operation and the T)ofe 5 
Some give it in Tintture fome in Subftance j 
fome in greater, fome in lejfer Quantities, &c. 
In fine, there are three Letters from a Friend 
in New England, which inform me that ma¬ 
ny who have taken the Bark have fujfer’d ve¬ 
ry much s and Mrs. U — 1 , who had taken 
great Quantities of it, attually died,See. Thrf 
I have not myfelf made Ufe of this Medicine, 
norften much of the,Effects of it $ lam well 
ajfufd, that not a fourth part of the Difeafes 
it pretends to cure, are Genuine Agues: Be¬ 
fore I had feen the Brattice of this Medicine, 
Iaffirmed,that is was imp % oJJible,it would cure 
an Ague i but 1 am willing to retratt that 
Opinion, being convinc’d by an Experiment, 
that it does fo fometimes . It were eafy to 
carry this Parallel reafoning thro' the whole 
Letter, rttQt only with equal, but more 
Strength in moft Places. 

T&e .Do&or, in appearing with fo great 
Zealagainft this Pradice, is not the Repre- 
Tentative-.pf the whole Faculty. For there 
are many of them who from their Difinte- 
reftednefs and Innate Love to Mankind, arc 
willing, that an Experiment fhould go on, 
- which. 
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which, in Proportion to the Extenfivenefs of 
the Pradice, muft neceflarily diminifh the 
Mortality of the Small Fox in general: This 
is a caiidid, as well as decentWay of proceed¬ 
ing. At the fame Time, I only blame the 
Author of the Letter , and thole who take 
part with him, for their too early and ftrong 
Prejudices;‘ being unwilling to Cenfure 
their Intentions, which I hope, are for the 
Good of Mankind, as well as my own. 

But there is Hill a ftronger * Objedion a- 
gainft this Practice; That it is unlawful , and 
fir ft introduc'd by the ‘Devil , who Ingrafted 
Job of the Confluent Sort of Small Pox. 

From ufeful Difcoveries, there can always 
be drawn important Confequences. Firfl, 
Hence learn we, that the Small Fox is an 
ancient Difeafe; for if it was convey'd to 
Job by fome fuch JVay as Inoculation, the 
Matter muft have been taken from fome Bo¬ 
dy Infeded with the Diftemper. Secondly> 
That Sydenham was not the firft that began 
the cool Regimen ; for Job fat down upon 
the Afhes in the open Air ; his Friends faw 
him afar off'. Thirdly , That his Friends were 
tardy, above three Weeks before they came 
to fee him j for in the Genuine Confluent 
Kind Of- Small Fox, it will be that Time 
before they can bear feraping with a Pot-

{herd. 
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fficrd, Fourthly, Beloved, this confluent Sort 
of Small Fox were more gentle, to be lure* 
than the common natural Ones > for he feems 
neither to have had Delirium, fore Throat, 
nor Shortnefs of Breath 5 lie talk'd diflin&ly 
and good Senfe. 

Now here a Queftion arifeth, Whether an 
honeft Mail can do that which the Devil has 
done ? I anfwer in the Affirmative 5 there are 
three things mention'd; of the Devil’s Aflem- 
bling himfelf (as in this Place) with the Sons 
of God f Believingj and Quoting of Scripture* 
All thefe Things a good Man may not only 
do, but is bound to do. 

I readily agree with this Reverend Divine, 
that if Inoculating the Small Fox be an un¬ 
lawful Action, it cannot be juftify'd by the 
Good which may enfue from it; but that 
it is unlawful, muft be prov'd, either by fome 
natural or pofitive Law : That this Reverend 
Gentleman has brought no fuch Proof, either 
from natural or reveal'd Religion, will ap¬ 
pear plain upon a very fhort Review of his 
Difcourfe. 

Page 13.3 He fays he will attempt to prove* 
That Difeafes are utterly unlawful to be infi¬ 
lled by any whoprofefs ihemfelves Chriftians i 
He terms it very right; for it is an Attempt 
to Prove, and no more. By reftraining the 
Prohibition to Chriftians, one would think, 
there was fome pofitive Command in the Go- 
fpel againft it; but he has brought none,which, 
G by 
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by the moft forc’d Conftrudion, can prove 
Inoculation to be prohibited by the Chriftian 
Difpenfation. I know of no Immorality that 
is forbid to a Chriftian, the Pradice of which 
is allow’d'to an Infidel. Indeed Morality is 
more clearly taught and more ftrongly en¬ 
forc’d' by Rewards and Puniftiments amongft 
ns 3 but it does not change its Nature amongft 
the reft of Mankind. He docs not wonder, 
that the Pradice of Inoculation ftiould obtain, 
where the'Dodrine of Fatality is believ’d; but 
the Misfortune is, that the Matter of Fad is 
quite otlierwife: For if he had carefully pe¬ 
rus’d Dr. Wagflaffes Difcourfe, which he fo 
much commends, that would have inform’d 
him, ‘That no Body pretends to gi ve us an In - 
fiance of an Inoculated Turk. And why } Be¬ 
cause their Belief of a Fatality makes them 
negled very much the ordinary Helps of Me¬ 
dicine for preferring their Lives. 

Page 14.3 The Inftances which he gives 
of Almighty God’s having given a miracu¬ 
lous Power to Mankind to inflid Difeafes 
for their Prniifhment, does not prove, that 
He has not given them an ordinary one for 
' their Benefit. 

AndHs faying,fPag. 153 That no Man was 
ever yet condemn'd to an immediate Sicknefs , 
far' Want of fufficient Authority 3 is, without 
any Proof. Difeafes are External, and In¬ 
na!; the Magiftrate very often inflids both : 
Tte Criminals are lawfully punilh’d with the 

Muti- 
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Mutilation of their Body, I fuppofe he will 
allow to be common. Is not that infliding 
a Difeafe with a Witnefs ? And are there not ‘ 
many Executions perform'd by Poifon, which 
is infliding an Internal mortal Difeafe > And 
here his own Argument turns upon him; for 
if ‘Difeafes are fent for the Tunifment of 
our Sins , then it would feem to follow, that 
the Magistrate, who has a Power from God to 
punifh our Crimes, has likewife a Power to 
inflict Difeafes, for Sins that are manifefi to 
him and all the World . The greater Power 
of infliding Death, certainly includes the lef- 
fer in the Choice of the Means: If, for Ex¬ 
ample, there fliould be a Law made to pu^ 
nilh the Inoculators with the Inoculation of 
fome Difeafej I fancy this Reverend Divine 
would not think it Jfinful or unreafonable. 

Page 16.3 He fpends a long Paragraph, to 
prove what no Body ever deny'd 5 That a 
Man cannot lawfully do all that is m his Po¬ 
wer to do: And another as evident. That the 
Means, as well as the Intention, muft be law¬ 
ful 5 but thefc are only general Propolitions.r 
The Subfumption, that infliding Difeafes for 
agoodPurpofe is unlawful, is only fuppos'd, 
not prov’d. 

Page 18,3 H z doubts‘Whether the Life of 
Man be a Good or not . If the Life of Man is 
no Good, then, indeed, to ad for the Pre- 
iervation of it, is not to ad for any good 
End j and consequently, not only this Pra- 
G 2 dice. 
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dice, but all others in Medicine, and many 
other charitable Actions, muft be given up, 
The reft of the Argument of this Paragraph, 
is grounded upon the Infufficiency of this 
Method for the Purpofe intended. The Do- 
dor might have remember'd, from his Ex* 
polition of his Text, Job had the Smallpox 
by Inoculation from the Devil, even of a fa¬ 
vourable Sort } that he recover'd of them, 
and never had them again. But in this he muft 
forgive me, if I put him in Mind, that he is 
out of his Sphere ; and that notwithftanding 
his Profeflions to the contrary, he lays aftde 
the Divine, and takes upon him the Phyfi- 
cian. The Queftion here is, Whether giving 
a Difeafe with a good Intention, be in it felf 
an unlawful Adion. 

Page 20.1 Another Argument is, That A 
Law which forbids the Evil, forbids alfo e- 
very thing that has a Tendency to it ,• there fort 
all caufelefs andvoluntary Mutilations are for^ 
bid: And y et,notwithftanding this Law againft 
Mutilation, more exprefs than any againft I- 
noculation , Surgeons cut oft Peoples Limbs. 
Here the Intention hallows the Adion,which 
is in itfelf exprefly forbid j and which is more, 
I believe no Surgeon will affirm, that in all 
Cafes, where Limbs are cut off, there is a 
dired Impoffibility to fave the Patient's Life 
otherwife; or that the Operation is always 
fuccefsful. A Surgeon who cuts a Perfon for 
the Stone, even if his Patient dies of the O- 

peration. 
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Deration, does not think he has committed 
a mortal Sin, in inflicting a mortal Difeafe $ 
and yet the Patient perhaps might have liv’d 
many Years, and not dy’d of the Diftemper at 
laft. The Difference of the two Cafes, the 
one being for Cure, the other for Prevention, 
does not change the State of the Queftion $ 
which, in general Terms, is this. Whether 
Mankind have a Lawful Power of inflicting 
Difeafes for good Purpofes ? A Perfon who 
has not had the Small ‘Pox, may be very 
juftly conflderd, as having the Seeds of a 
mortal Diftemper within him 3 and the Dread 
of it is fure-ly a Suffering, tfihkt will juftify the 
Lawfulnefs of ufing Means, which have the 
greateft Probability of faving him from a 
Danger, which, for ought he knows, may 
be nearer 'and greater, than that of a Stone 
in the Bladder. Anxiety Bodily Pain, 
don’t differ fo hiuch, Us to irftake an ACtiop 
lawful in one Cafe, flhfuPlh hhe other. 

• Page 21.] But it feems it h -a Tempting of 
^Providence. And there Is hb 1 great Diffe¬ 
rence between the Pbevil’s'PProfofal to our 
Saviour ’, to daft foimfelf down headlong, and 
that of Inoculation. It is wonderful, into 
what Abfurdities, Zeal for an Opinion, will 
drive a Man, even to hflert that there is no 
Difference betwtett a Matt’s running into a 
Danger abfolutely unneceflary, and from 
Which nothing but a direct Miracle can fave 
him j and a Venturing on a fmall Hazard to 

avoid 
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avoid a much greater. The Cafe put it as 
difadvantagioufly as poflible, more refem- 
bles that of a Perfon who leaps out of a Win¬ 
dow for fear of Fire, and Purely that can ne¬ 
ver be reckon'd a Miftruft of Providence, 
even if he did it before he was much in Dan¬ 
ger ; for no body can fay that God Almighty 
maynotfave a Man from Fire in the ordi¬ 
nary Courfe of his Providence j And if a Per¬ 
fon, who being prompted by his too early 
Fears had taken this Courfe, and loft his Life . 
by the Fall $ no body will arraign him of 
Self-murder: He might have done an impru¬ 
dent, but not a ftnful Adion. The Parents 
who fuffer their Children to converfe with 
their infeded Relations j which differs in no 
Moral Point from the Cafe of Inoculation , 
would think it very hard to be treated as Ho¬ 
micides or Murderers of their Children,when 
the very Adion proceeds from, the contrary 
Principle, extreme T endernefs. 

Pag. 22.] In the former Page, it was a pre- 
fumptuous Truft $ in this, it -is an intire M if¬ 
truft of Providence. He is fure to have the 
Inoculators fome way or other. 

Pag. 23 .3 They cannot pray for a Blefling 
upon their Endeavours; becaufe Prayer fup- 
pofes the Ufe of lawful M cans. 

I belipv.e the contrary is true, for as a 
Perfon, who is Inoculated, puts himfelf more 
'irvuncdiatcly into the Hands of God, if he 
Tias any Seale of Religion, cannot avoid 

praying , 
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praying for aBldfing upon the Means,which, 
to be fure, he thinks lawful, and has not yet 
been prov’d to be othcrwife. 

Page 24.3 His Argument to prove that 
Inoculation tends to promote Vice and Im¬ 
mortality is the moft extraordinary of all. 
This it does, by taking off the Dread of 
the Small *Pox , and confequently the Re- 
ftraints of Sobriety that Mankind lie under 
upon that Account. This Reverend Gentle¬ 
man has very juftly found fault with one Ma¬ 
xim, to do Evil that Good may come of it: 

But he has eftablifh’d one, juft as dangerous 
in the room of it, not to do Good leaf Evil 
come of it. Tor if the Diminifhing the Fear 
of Dying of Difeafes catch’d by Irregularity, 
is an Evil, then an able Phyfician is a com¬ 
mon Nuifance. We have reafon to be thank¬ 
ful, that there are a fufficient Number left, * 
who cannot be charg’d with being Encoura- 
gerscf Vice and Immoral ity,upon this Score. 
This Principle in its full Extent would de- 
ftroy all, Works of Charity and Mercy; for 
the Hope of Forgivenefs is anEncouragment 
to do Injuries ; and the Hope of being re¬ 
liev’d in Want is a Difcouragement to In- 
duftry. , 

I am touch’d with the devout Reflections 
upon Providence, that are all along fpread 
thro’ his Sermon, to which I fubferibe with 
all my Heart 5 but I cannot fo much com¬ 
mend the Diftorting thofe great and folemn 

Truths 



Truths of our Holy Religion to mantain lit¬ 
tle Party Interefts and falhionable Opinions. 
The Text that is quoted Pag. 22. that the ve¬ 
ry Hairs of our Head are numbred; I take to 
be a ftronger Argument againft Periwigs and 
Shaving 5 than all that the Sermon contains 
againft Inoculation : Our Hairs of our Beards 
were given us for an Ornament by Provb 
dence, and it is known , that many have 
catch’d great Colds with mortal Difeafes en- 
fuing upon them by Shaving. Is not a Man 
anfwerable for all the bad Effe&s that fol¬ 
low upon an unwarrantable A&ion that con* 
tradi&s the very Intention of Providence ? 

The Peroration Page 29, is equal to any 
Piece of the whole Performance, Let the A - 
theift and the Scoffer , the Heathen and the 
Unbeliever difclaim a Hependance upon ‘Pro - 
vidence: Let them Inoculate and be Inocu¬ 
lated, &c. I think this clinches the whole 
Matter; and this Reverend Gentleman has 
furniftfd us with a new, fenfible and religious 
Teft, an Atheift or Infidel can be found out, 
as aWitch, by the Marks upon his Body: And 
that, as it has been intimated already, that the 
Devil was the firft Inoculator s I think, it is 
not impoflible that the next zealous Preacher 
upon this Subject may prove the Cicatrices 
of Inoculation to be the Mark of the Beaft. 
Thus it appears, that the Do&ors Pofition, of 
the Unlawfulnefs of infli&ing Difeafes for 
good Purpofes, is groundlefs, and contrary 
to the common Ulages of Mankind. I 
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1 have been oblig’d to be the more parti¬ 
cular in anfwering this Sermon , becauie the 
Charge in it againft the Irioculators , is hea¬ 
vier than that in the Letter, in as much as 
Immorality is a greater Fault than bad Pra¬ 
ctice in Phylick. 

From all that I have faid, I will draw this 
one Conclufton 5 that there does not appear 
as yet any Objection of Weight enough to 
flop the Progrcfs of the Practice of Inocula¬ 
tions But if upon future Trials, it fhould 
he found that the Inconveniencies do over- 
baliance the Advantages of it j I fliall then 
be as ready to condemn, as I am now to 
[uftify it.

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ofthe Heart there were two Polipus's, where¬ 
of one was branch’d out .into the Arteria 
*Vulmonalis . In the Head, we found the Sur¬ 
face of the Brain full of Water 5 and the Sub¬ 
fiance of it flabby 5 the Ventricles of it being 
as full of Water as they could hold j The 
‘Plexus ChorOlder being white by foakingin 
that Water: The Rafis of the Brain was al- 
fo full of Water. In the Longitudinal Sinus, 
there was a long and pretty large Polypus $ 
and likewife one in the Lateral Sinus. The 
Cerebellum was in its natural State.

1721-2 ; and as I Faw her daily 
during the three Weeks that fhc-i was con- 
fin d after the Inoculation, fo I can affirm, no 
SmallFox ever appear’d upon her during that 
Time, but only Heats and Flufhings, attend¬ 
ed fometimes with Heavinefs and Pain in her 
Head, and a little more Quicknefs of Pulfe 
than ufiial, and oftentimes without any Dif- 
order at all: None of thofe Heats and Flufh¬ 
ings ever came to Perfection, or td any thing 
like the Small Fox, which gave my Daugh¬ 
ter fome Uhcafinefs-j and the rather, that the 
other Perfons, who had been Inoculated at 
the fame Time,' and in the fame Houfe with 
her, had a very fair diftinCt Small Fox, and 
yet had lefs Sicknefs than She: Nor did

finement,* the 17th of March following ; 
JNay, it was believ’d, Ihe never would have 
that Diftemper 5 for having been very much 
expos’d to the Infe&ion, when ihe was but 
two Years of Age, and yet more when (he 
was about Eight, without contrading it, this 
Taft Tryal being unfuccefsful, feem’d to give 
a tolerable Ground for this Opinion. How¬ 
ever my Daughter; continu’d difcompos’d,and 
out of Order, when (lie came Home 5 the 
Heats and Flujhiiigs abovemention’d ftill fub- 
fifting on her, though in a lelfer Degree ; her 
Stomach loathing Flefh-meats, and her Reft 
difturb’d with Dreams and Horrors. She had 
Jikewife two hnaU Boils, one under her Arm; 
and, another on her Side: But none of thel'e 
Accidents were troublefome enough to hin¬ 
der her Attendance on her accuftom’d Bufir 
nefs within and without the Houfe: Howi 
ever thefe continuing for about two Months 
after Ihe came Homes Ihe was purg’d once Qt 
twice; in order, to remove them ; but ftill they 
fubfifted upon her, not to any Degree, ’tiJJj 
thfc Small Pox broke out upon her, which 
happen’d in .thhjiMmner: Three? Days t>e*i 
fore, Ihe had heated herfelf e^traprdiuarily 5 
the firft, by going to, the Camp and back a D 
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gain, on Foot, in a very warm Day; the fe- 
cond, by walking heartily to the Charter - 
Houfe, to fee her Brother, and returning 
Home i and the third Day in going and fit¬ 
ting at the Flay - Houfe in Lincolns - Inn- 
Fields : As fhe lat at this laft Place, the Small 
Fox broke out upon her : at leaft, I never per* 
ceiva it upon her, "till herPvcturn 5 at which 
my Daughter was furpriz’d, fhe having had no 
Illnefs whatever, that could hinder her Plea- 
lure at the Play, and her walking Home 3 
or any fuch precurfory Warnings of that Di- 
ftemperi which, I hear have been divulg’d A- 
broad. As foon as the Small Fox had ap¬ 
pear’d, fhe recover’d her Stomach for thofe 
Flefh-meats Che had loath’d before i and came 
to that natural compos’d Sleep, of which file 
had been depriv’d fince the Inoculation ; And 
file having gone through the moll favourable 
Periods of that Diftemper, fhe got well in 
Eight Days from- That i perheiv’d^the firft 
Ejruptipo 5 fo th^t from the 

Symptoms which my Daughter was by Times 
afflided with, during Eleven* ’We'ektf 'after 
fhe had been Inoculated , that it appears evi¬ 
dent to me, the Small Fox fhe had th?nj \^as 
the EfFe& f o£$ ^.fqqcylqtipy, r although;it ha* 
fiiew’d itfelf much later than is ufual, after 
that Operation- As to the It chi that appear’d 
upon, her about the fame Time with the 
Small Fox :> I Cfn only account for it thus j 
Sihe had bceninfecled by her Brother, about 

three’ 
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three Months before fhe was Inoculated , and 
I thonght her cur d of it by the fame Means 
that were Efficacious for the-Cure of her , 
Brother. It is certain that when fhe was, there 
was no Appearance fubfifting of that Diftem- 
per, nor any Shew of it, 'till that Time the 
Small Tox appear'd upon her. However, fhe 
is perfedly cur’d of the Itchy by the fame 
Means that were us’d at firft: And I thank 
God, my Daughter is at prefent as well, if 
not better, in every Refped, than ever fhe 
was in her Life.

I N Anfwer to what you require from me, 
as to what has been farther done, I have 
only to add, that fince I writ to Dr. Whitti- ■ 
ker, I have made the Injition upon about fif* 
teen .Bcrfo'ris; Who,Have all had the Diftem- 
per very favourably, and got thro’ it with a 

great 
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great deal of Eafe. As nothing uncommon 
or extraordinary did happen in any of thefc 
Cafes, it wiil not be necelfary to trouble you 
with a particular Account of any of them: 
They were moll of them at fome Dillancc 3 
the Small Tox being, in a great Meafure, 
gone from this Town and Neighbourhood* 
I am very fenfible of the Favour done me 
by the Royal Society, who were pleafed to 
take Notice of my Letter to Dr, Whitaker t 
which you had nothing to move you to, be- 
fides a generous Difpolition to encourage the 
fmallefl Attempts towards any thing, that 
may tend to publick Advantage. I mull own 
that all the Information I had concerning this 
Affair, which I have happen'd to be engaged 
in, was entirely from the Thilofoyhical 
Tranfactions. Tis now about fix Years fince 
the Royal Society did communicate to the 
World fome Letters from two very confide- 
rable Phyficians refiding in Turky , whole 
good Senfe or Integrity we had no reafon to 
call in queftionj thefe Gentlemen did 1 b- 
lemnly allure us, that the Method of Inocu¬ 
lation had been for many Years pradis’d in 
thofe Parts of the World, with almoft con- 
llant Succefs. I had , as well as all others 
who have been engaged in the Pradice, with 
fufficient Sorrow and Concern, been called 
to many in the Small c Pox> whofe Cafes were 
fo deplorable, as to admit of no Relief. And 
therefore I could not but be very thoughtful 

about 



about this Method, which promifed to carry 
Per ions thro’ that cruel Diftemper, with fo 
much Eafe and Safety. I was fo far from 
knowing that it was a Crime, that I always 
thought it the Duty of our Profelfion, to do 
what we could to preferve the Lives of thofe 
who commit themfdves to our Care. And 
I know' no Reafon, why we ought not, with 
all humble Thankfulnefs to Almighty God, 
to make Ufe of any Means, which his good 
Providence fhall bring to Light conducing to 
that End. This Matter, tho’ of fo great Im* 
portance, lying dormant fo long after it was 
known, is, I prefume a fufficient Proof, that 
none have been very forward to try Expe¬ 
riments. But when we had the Account in the 
publick Papers, that it had by their Royal - 
Highnefs’s Command been done with Suc- 
cefs at London , I could not be fatisfy'd with¬ 
out trying it here. I was foon convinced* 
that it would be of very great Ufe; and the 
more Experience I have had of it lince, the 
more I am confirm'd in the fame Opinion. I 
believe all others, who have feen any thing of 
this Practice, are in the fame Sentiment, and 
there is no doubt, but in a few Years the 
World will acknowledge the Service, which 
the Royal Society have done to Mankind, in 
firft revealing to this Part of Europe, a Thing 
fo beneficial as it will certainly prove 5 for 
tho' fome few unfortunate Accidents may 
fometimes happen, yet thefe will be very rare 
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In comparifon of the many fad and difaftrous 
Events, which this Diftemper has been, and 
ever will be very fruitful of, while it is left 
to rage in its full force and Violence. 

Sir , I doubt not but when you have col¬ 
lected a fufficient number Of ObferVations for 
ft, you will be able to demonftfate, that the 
Hazard in this Method 1 is-very iiiconliderable, 
in proportion to that in the ordinary way by 
accidental Contagion, fo ftnalT, that it ought 
not to deter any body from making ufe of it. 
In order to fatisfy my felf, what Proportion 
the Number of thofe that die of the Small 
Pox, might bear to the whole Number that 
is felzed with the Diftemper; in the Natural 
way, I have made fome Enquiry hereabouts* 
and I fhall take the Freedom to tranfmit the 
Accounts to you, becaufe I believe you may 
depend upon their being taken with fufficient 
Care and Impartiality. In Halifax ftnce the 
Beginning of laft Winter, 27 6 have had the 
Small ‘Pox , and out of that Number 43 have 
died. In Rochdale , a fmall Neighbouring 
Market Town, 177 haVe had the Diftemper, 
and 3,8- have died. In Leeds , 7-9 2 have had 
the Small Pox , and 189 have died. It is. 
to be noted, that in this Town* the Small 
Pox: have been more favourable this Seafon 
than ufual, and in Leeds they have been more 
than uffiaJly mortal 5* but upon a Medium in 
thefe three Towns, there have died nearly 2 2 
Out of every hundred, which is above a fifth 
I Part 
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Tarty of all that have been infe&ed in the na¬ 
tural way. I have in thefc Accounts con¬ 
fin’d my felf to the Limits of the Towns. 
The Numbers that have had the Small T ox in 
the Country round about, is vaftly greater; 
but the Proportion of thofc that die is much 
the fame. I have made the Enquiry in feve- 
ral Country Villages hereabouts, in fome I 
found the Proportion to be greater, in others 
Ids, but in the main it is nearly the fame.

Mr. Mathers Letter from Bojlon 
m Nem England .

SIR, 

CO confiderable a Part Of Mankind fear- 
^ fully perifhing by the Small Tox \ and 
many more of us grievoufly fufFering by 
that mi&rable Diftemper, you will allow me 
to entertain you with a few more Commu¬ 
nications, and writ (I think it’s) a fourth 
Letter upon it. 

The 
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The Difletnper has lankly vifited and ran- 
fack'd the City of Bofton •> and in little more 
than half a Year, of more then five thoufand 
Perfons that have undergone it, near nine 
hundred have died. But how many Lives 
might have been faved, if our unhappy Bhy- 
jicians , had not poifond and bewitch’d our 
People with a blind Rage, that has appear'd 
very like a. Satanick Boffefflon , agaihft the 
Method of Relief and Safety in the way of 
the Small Box Inoculated. 

I prevail'd with one Phyfician, (and for it 
I have had bloody Attempts made upon my 
Life by fome of our Energumens ) to intro¬ 
duce the Pradice; and the Experiment has 
been made upon almoft three hundred Ob- 
jeds in our Neighbourhoud, Young and Old; 
(from one Year to feventy) weak and ftrong; 
Male and Female, White and Black; in Mid- 
fuhimer, in Autumn, in Winter, anditfuc- 
ceeds to Admiration. 

I cannot learn that any one has died of it; 
tho' the Experiment has been made under var 
rious and marvellous Difadvantages. Five or 
Ex have died upon it, or after it, but from o- 
ther Difeafes or Accidents; chiefly from hav¬ 
ing taken the Infedion in the common way, 
by Infpiration, before it could be given them 
in this way of Tranfplantation . However at 
prefent I need fay no more of this, having al¬ 
ready given you fome Report of our Proceed¬ 
ings in it.

To 
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To them who are under the Inoculation of 
the Small ‘Pox, we commonly give a Vomit, 
in the time of their *Decumbiture, a Day or 
two before the expe&cd Eruption. One of 
our Patients not vomiting fo freely as he 
would have done, thruft a Finger or two into 
his Throat, which fetch'd up, what was to be 
jdifeharg'd from his uneafy Stomach; He had 
but a few of the Small Pox , and the Puflules 
were ffifficiently of the dijlintf Sort, as it 
ufes to be where they have the Small Pox In¬ 
oculated s but the Fingers that had been thus 
employ’d,prov’d as full as they could hold,of 
the confiuet Sort , which he now thought his 
whole Body would have been, if we had not 
in this Way prevented it. 

Do&or Leigh in his Natural Hiftory of 
Lancashire, counts it an Occurrence worth 
relating, that there were fome Catts known 
to catch the Small Pox , and pafs regularly 
thro' the State of it, and then to die. We 
have had among us the very fame Occur¬ 
rence. 

It was generally obferv’d and complain'd, 
that the Pigeon-Houfes of the City continu'd 
unfruitful, and the Pigeons did not hatch or 
lay as they ufed to do, all the while that the 
Smalt Pox was in its Epidemical Progrefs s 
And it is very ftrongly affirm'd that our 
Dunghil Fowl felt much of the like Fifed 
upon them.

We have fo many among us, who have 
been vifited with the ‘Plague in other Coun¬ 
tries many Years ago, and who have never 
been arrefted with the Small Pox after it, tho* 
they have been expofed as much as any other 
People to it 5 that it now begins to obtain a 
Belief with us, that they who have had the 
Plague , will never have the Small Pox af¬ 
ter it. 

I will add but oneThing more. For Suc¬ 
cour under the Small Pox , where Life is in 
Danger, after all the Methods and Medicines, 
that our Sydenham and others rely upon; I 
can allure you, we have yet found nothing fo 
fure as this; Procure for the Patient, as early as 
may be, by Epifpaftiks a plentiful Difcharge 
at the Hand-writs , or Ancles, or both, (I fay 
as early as my be) and keep them running 
till the Danger is over. When the Venom 
of the Small Pox , makes an evident or vio¬ 
lent Invalion on the Nobler Parts this Dif¬ 
charge does wonderfully . I am forty it was 
fo late before we fell into this Way; but it 
has conftaritly proffer’d: I know not that it 
has once mifcarried, lince we came into it.

M Y Lord B - -ft’s $ix Children were 

■Inoculated the is th April: Five of 
them had got thro" the Small Box before the 
3'o th ? when his Servant was Inoculated. He 
came from Cirencefter to My Lord’s Houfe in 
London about the Time that his Children had 
the Small Box on them, with an Intent to be 
Inoculated; but Matter could not be found fo 
foon as defired, and the Fellow in the mean 
time liv’d among the Servants that attended 
on My Lord’s Children: Whether he had 
contracted any Infection by that Commerce 
is. not determin’d; or whether the Diforder 
he had on him three or four Days before he 
was Inoculated, may be aferibed to that, as 
. fome have thought, or to a Change of Dyet; 
and Air, or only to a Cold caught 5 ’tis moft 
certain he complain'd then of Pain in his 
Head and Bones j and was feverifh. Do&or 
Mead was confulted, and order’d him to be 
blooded, vomited, and other Medicines for 
his Relief; and that the Inoculation fhould 
be Poftpon’d till after his Recovery: For this 
End he was remov’d out of My Lord’s Houfe 
to a Nurfe, who takes People in for the Small 
Box. He got well of his Complaints the z%th 
April 5 and ’twas thought proper to Inocu¬ 
late him the 3 o th Ditto. He kept well till the 

Sth 
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5 th May , and then had no other Diforder on 
him than what is ufuai before the Eruption of 
the Small Pox after Inoculation. On the 6th 
the Eruptions were plain of the diftind large 
Kind, and he was relieved on that Account; 
but at Night his Complaints returned on him, 
and were rather more fevere than they had 
been, he having then a kind of * DUirium , fre¬ 
quent Vomitings and Stools ; Thefe conti¬ 
nuing the 7th, Dodor Arbothnot was call’d 
to his. A Alliance. Dodor Mead faw him allb 
the next Day. They preferib’d feveral things, 
which had the defir’d Succefs; but at this 
Time his Body was Cover’d with Small Pox, 
and moft of. it of the confluent Sort. He 
continu’d in a tolerable good Way till the 
i i th of May, when his Fever was (harper on 
him, with a c Dilirhini ,and Difficulty of 
Breathing. He was then blooded and blifterd, 
but without any Efled. He died the izth, 
and was open’d the 13 th. Then upon Infpe- 
ding the Outfide of his Body, the Face and 
Limbs were found as full of Small ‘Pox as 
they could hold ; as were alfo two Places in. 
his Bread and,Shoulders; they all appearing 
of the Confluent Sort. Nothing Material 
was obferv’d in the Difledion of his Body, 
faving that the Lungs were Inflamed and mor¬ 
tified ; and that in the Cavities of the Thorax 
there was a pretty large Quantity of bloody 
Matter extravafated.
